DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's remarks dated 06/06/2006. 
Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 15-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. All previously made rejections are now 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

3. Claims 1-9 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP 0834936 A1 issued to Mitsubishi Paper Mills LTD. In view of 2003/00220039 A1 issued to 
Chen et al. 

4. EP 0834936 A1 teaches a nonwoven fabric used for separator cells. The nonwoven 
fabric constitutes a combination of inorganic fibers, whiskers, organic fibers etc. Page 3 of 
the instant reference lists the preferred fiber types. The preferred heat resistant (organic 
fibers) may be polyphenylene sulfide and the inorganic fibers may be Al 2 0 3 . (see page 3). 
The percentage of inorganic fibers content maybe 20-80%. The list includes the use of carbon 
fibers but does not specifically teach the use of carbon-activated fibers. Chen et al remedy 
this. 

5. Chen et al paragraph 0007 teaches the use of carbon activated fibers in a nonwoven. 
Thus, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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invention was made to have employed carbon activated fibers in the nonwoven of EP 0834936 
A1 . One would have been motivated to provide them in a nonwoven composite because of 
their ability to absorb pollutants and odors from gases and water.
